Government Marketing Scheme 


Marketing of seed grain on an ex- 
tensive scale, and in accordance with 
a plan which will seek to encourage 
the production of pure seed in the 
province, will be undertaken by the 
provincial department of agriculture 
as a result of arrangements completed 
by officials of the department, and 
which have been given the official ap- 
proval of Hon. George Hoadley, Min- 
ister of Agriculture. The announce- 
ment of the new scheme was made by 
H. A. Craig, deputy minister, this 
week, 


The new marketing plan involves 
not only the distribution of seed for 
production purposes as formerly, but 
contemplates also the establishment 
of a cleaning and grading plant at Ed 
monton, through which all seed grain 
to be marketed under the new plan 
will be handled, and further provides 
for the advancement to the farmers, 
on consignments of seed-grain to the 
government plant, of 65 per cent. of 
the commercial elevator price, with . 
certificate covering the balance. The 
seed will be sold to the best possible 
advantage and the balance, after ex-|! 
penses are deducted, will be paid to 
the growers. It is not the desire, 
however, that exhorbitant prices be 
paid for the seed, but that a reason 
able premium be obtained. 

It is anticipated that 100,000 bushel; 
of seed grain of all varieties will be 
handled under the new scheme this 
year. The handling and marketing is 
to be under the supervision of the 
field crops branch of the provincial 
department of agriculture, over which 
W. J. Stephen, crops commissioner, 
presides. 

Distribution of pure seed for pro-| 
duction purposes will continue to be 
undertaken by the field husbandry 
branch of the University of Alberta, 
under Prof. Cutler, in co-operation | 
with the field crops branch of the gov-| 
ernment. The department, however, | 
undertakes to be responsible for the 
quality of seed supplied to these farm- | 
ers, no matter from what source it| 
may come. | 


The field crops branch of the de-| 
partment of agriculture will inspect 
the growing grain produced from the | 
registered seed supplied. Any farmer, | 
however, who can satisfy the crops | 
commissioner that he is growing seed 
grain that can be registered, and can 
pass inspection of the commissioner, | 
will have the opportunity of marketing | 
his seed under the new government} 
scheme. 

The cleaning plant for the govern- 
ment is already being installed in Ed- 
monton, in the building formerly oc- 
cupied by the North-West Biscuit Co 
in the east end of the city, which has | 
recently been taken over by the de-| 
partment of agriculture, and which is| 
served by suitable trackage. The 
cleaning plant to be installed will be 
one of the most modern, and an up-to- 
date. device for unloading grain will 
also be a feature of the plant.

MILLIONS FROM STAMP ACT:— 
| Ottawa, Aug. 28.—The new stamp tax, 
|}ecombined with the sales tax, continu- 
Jes to demonstrate that it is a money- 
j maker for the public treasury. At the 
end of the month, the receipts from 
these sources promise to be near the 
fifty million mark, about two-thirds 


of it resulting from the stamp tax 
and the remainder from the sales 
excise, 


Up to July 20, the receipts under 
this heading were $22,000,000, in- 
cluding the sales tax and the modi- 
fied stamp tax as in force in the last 
few years. The new scale of stamp 
levies came into force on August 1, 
and up to the 20th inst. the revenue 
from this and the sale tax together 
was $33,000,000, an increase of eleven 
millions. The returns are regarded 
as propitious in that this is not the 
heaviest month for commercial trans- 
actions.

for those same cabbages, a price, it 
was felt, that would not even pay the 
freight to take those cabbayes to New 
York where growers had or- 
ganized and, co-ordinating their ef 
forts with of the growers of 
Cytifornia, could have got together, 
they would not have needed to sell to 
the buyers down in the Rio district 
or in California, but would have mar- 
aged to get them to the market in 
New York; and if they could have de- 
liyered those cabbages in New York 
they could have sold them for seven 
cents each, paid the freight, and paid 
the cost of production and could have 
made more than $10 a ton. 

As it is in practice, the whole crop 
of cabbages rotted in the Rio Grande, 
and in the fields of California which 
are not organized, because most of 
these cabbage farms are controlled by 
Jsaps—efficient. farmers, only, we wish 
they would farm somewhere else.

muclt skill—average less than $1.10 a 
bushel. Your farmers lost 30 cents 
a bushel on more than 250,000,000

| it, but do you think you as consumers 
are paying less for the bread you eat 
on that account. Do you think you 
get the benefit of it? That wheat 
was stored, and one firm in Chicago 
is today storing more than 40,000,000 
dushels. That firm is making a clean- 
up this year. You are not making 
that benefit. That firm knew some- 
thing about statistics and were will- 
ing to take a chance on it. They have 
that wheat in storehouses today, and 
they are going to sell it at perfectly 
good prices. Some think wheat is go-

I are going to pay for it and pay the, 


price they choose to sell it for through 
the miller. The public does not get 
any benefit on that particular kind 
of transactions, and the growers lose 
an enormous amount of money. And 
because the grower loses that amount 
of money that means a lessened pur- 
chasing power by the grower. Every 
merchant in the community loses that 
| business. That merchant buys from 
the wholesaler in Toronto; and the 
wholesaler also loses from that sort 
of proposition. Wherever you have 
speculation instead of merchandizing 


the public loses and the grower loses, | 


and somewhere in between we manu- 
facture a few more millionaires with 
a limit purchasing power except for 
pearl necklaces and the sort of things 
you read about. 

The great aim of co-operatiye mar. 
keting is not to stick the consumer. 
The great aim is to merchandize that 
product so that the consumer's dollar 
can stay where it formerly did but so 
that the grower can get his share out 
of that consumer’s dollar. In Cali- 
fornia, in dried fruits, we used to get 
eight cents out of the  consumer’s 
|dollar, but now the California co- 
operatives get 48 cents of the con- 
}sumer’s dollar without increasing the 
dollar, In dairy products we have 
| gone up a little more than 14 per cent, 
in the share of the grower out of the 
consumer’s dollar. Our aim isn’t to

|pOCTORS STILL DIFFER 
CONCERNING ALCOHOL 


‘ © . ; 
Since the human race has been im- 


bibing alcoho] in various forms for 


many thousands of years, it is rather 
| astonishing to iearn on the authority 
of Prof. Mellanby, of Sheffield, one 
ef the foremost medical scientists in 
Great Britain, that our knowledge of 
its offects is meagre. One had assum. 
ed that in the discussions on prohibi- 
tion every fact concerning aleoho!l had 
been brought to light and weighed, 
but we may have fallen into this error 
hy cause, as Prof. Mellanby says, it is 
a subject which appears tp the aver- 
age man to require no special knowl- 
edge upon which to base strong opin- 
ions. Prof. Mellanby made these and 
other interesting remarks at a session 
of the British Medical Association in 
Glasgow, and the discussion that fdl- 
| lowed showed that doctors of equal 
j}eminence continue to differ concern 
ing the effeets of alcohol upon the 
human system. None who spoke, as 
reported in the Manchester Guardiaa, 


| with the exception of a medical man 
| Who was also a clergyman, and whose 


| Views were referred to rather impolite-j 
ly as mere “pious opinions,” declared 
| himself a prohibitionist. Even the 
| Americans who addresesd the gather- 
ing were agnostics on the subject of 
alcohol, waiting further evidence be- 
| fore making a final decision. 


Both Food and Drug 


One speaker in favor of rationing 
the supply of alcohol was Dr. Hinde- 
hede, of Copenhagen, who expressed 
the view that if France would adopt 
the Danish system in this respect it 
| would save 300,000 lives annually and 
thus solve the population problem. He 
advised the British people to stop the 
;consumption of liquor for two years, 
and at the end of ‘that time, decide 
whether they would continue to have 
prohibition or return to the present 
condition. Sir James Barr, of Liver- 
pool, said that a great deal of the 
present social umrest was caused by 
the high price and difficulty of ob- 
taining beer. He was certain that most 
of the cutthroats in Ireland and Rus-

Question of Efficiency 


Prof. Collis, of the Welsh National 
School of Medicine, held that alcohol 
interfered with the reflexes and im- 
paired the co-ordination of movement. 
Industrial accidents were commoner 
where drinking was prevalent. There 
were more accidents after pay day 


sia were teetotalers—opinions that one 
can hardly describe as medical. Prof. 
Cushny agreed with Prof. Mellanby, 
that alcohol must be considered both 
as a food and as a drug, but said that 
its food value was generally over- 
estimated. The actual amount of 
nourishment contained in a pint of 
beer was roughly that contained in 
a cup of tea or coffee containing milk 
and sugar, and nobody regarded a cup 
of tea as nourishment. 


Not Factor in Insanity 


Two or three speakers said that al- 
cohol was a negligible factor in the 
reproduction of insanity. War statis- 
tics concerning male lunatics were un 
trustworthy, said Dr. Sutherland, but 
his statistics showed that among wo- 
men, while there was a decrease in 
convictions for drunkenness, there was 
+a slight increase in admissions to 
asylums. On the other hand, alcohol 
was undoubtedly responsible for grave 
anti-social conduct, especially for sui- 
cides and crimes of violence and lust. 
Sir Frederick Mott, Dr. Sullivan ana 
Dr. Bevan Lewis agreed that alcohol 
as an efficient cause of insanity is 
not so great as the published report 
of the Lunacy Commissioners indicate. 
It was the sedative power, and not any 
stimulating effect, that made the rum 
ration of value in the emergencies of 
military service, and Sir Frederick 


and holidays. He conceded that alco- 
hol had « charm for removing the ir- 
ritating defects of industrial fatigue, 
but it was purchased at a great cost 
of efficiency. On the other hand, 
Prof. Rivers was quoted as having 
shown that alcohol in certain quali- 
ties increased efficiency. It is ad- 
mitted that efficiency is of different 
kinds. In regard to setting type and 
target-shooting, a moderate indulg- 
ence was likely to impair efficiency. 
On the other hand, as Prof. Mellan- 
by said, the release of the emotional 
centres from control might make or- 
dinary people talk in a clever and in 
teresting way, and thus give the com- 
positor something better worth setting 
up. The combination of sober type- 
setter and exhilarated after-dinner 
speaker would make for a more in- 
teresting newspaper than the combina- 
tion of sober speaker and inebriated 
compositor. 


Advantages of Avoidupois

pigs, was of the opinion that alcohol 
had never caused any abnormal de-; 
velopment in the human embryo. His| 
experiments did not prove that it could 
not do so, but his view was that in 
order to induce abnormal effects, the 
dose to be taken would have to be 
greater than ever existed in the hu-

Instead of 
putting out my forearm at vight 
angles to the Queen so that she might 
lay her hand on it for me to kiss, I 
tried to take her fingers between mine 
to enable me to kiss the back of her 
hand. The Queen instantly withdrew 
her hand ahd give mine a little smack 
not a pat, but a genuine angry little 
smack. I wonder if anyone else, other 
than the royal children, ever got 
smacked by beloved Queen Victoria; 
God bless her!”
